STABBING TRIAL 

Pair deny GBH after Oceana clubber stabbed five times 


A clubber was stabbed five times 
inside Oceana while on a night out 
with friends, a court has heard. 

Hoopang Wong, 25, and Darren 
Henry, 24, deny causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

Their trial began at Kingston 
Crown Court on Thursday, 
November 1. 

The court heard Karlos Freder¬ 
ick, who was on a night out with 
his friends at the club on May 20 
this year, went up to the smoking 
area where he saw the defendants 
arguing. 

Prosecutor in the case Mark

Stern told the court Mr Henry ap¬ 
proached Mr Frederick first and 
then Mr Wong pulled out a knife, 
came at him, and repeatedly 
stabbed him. 

He said: “It is said that Hoopang 
Wong repeatedly stabbed Karlos. 
All the while Darren Henry was in 
his face. 

“In this case, although it was 
Mr Wong that did the stabbing, 
both defendants were plainly 
in it together as part of a joint 


enterprise.” 

Staff at the Clarence Street 
venue found Mr Frederick lying 
on his back, bleeding, at the top of 
the stairs after the attack. 

He suffered three stab wounds to 
his right thigh, one to his left 
thigh and another in his arm 
pit. 

The court heard the victim had 
surgery and stitches above his left 
eyebrow and has ongoing issues 
with feeling and movement in his 
legs. 

Mr Stern told the court both the 
defendants were stopped as they 


attempted to leave the club and 
were arrested that night. 

DNA from the victim was found 
on both defendants and a lock 
knife was found tucked into Mr 
Wong’s waistband, the court 
heard. 

Mr Wong admitted having the 
knife. 

Mr Wong, of Byron Way, Middle¬ 
sex, and Mr Henry, of Barmouth 
Avenue, Middlesex, deny a 
joint charge of wounding with in¬ 
tent to cause grievous bodily 
harm. 

The trial continues.

Though Kingston has 
achieved much in its 1,174 
years of recorded history, 
nothing transcends its unique 
contribution to aviation. 

It played a key role in the 
birth of the British aircraft 
industry when Tom Sopwith 
founded his Sopwith Aviation 
Co in the town in 1912. 

In the decades that followed 
it produced more than 44,000 
aircraft, and became a centre 
of worldwide importance for 
innovative aeronautical de¬ 
sign. And today, a century 
after Sopwith’s arrival, 
Kingston-designed aircraft 
are still a vital component of 
armed forces all over the 
globe. 

All this, plus the fact tens of 
thousands of Kingstonians 
were employed in the indus¬ 
try during its 80 years in the 
Royal borough - and there is 
scarcely a local family which 
was not associated with it in 
some way - makes the forth¬ 
coming exhibition at Kingston 
Museum of particular signifi¬ 
cance. 

It will run from November

Original paintings of 
Kingston-designed aircraft 
are being assembled from 
Brooklands Museum, BAE 
Systems Heritage, the Guild 
of Aviation Artists and other 
bodies and will, says Bill 
Downey, “be as rewarding for 
those interested in high quali¬ 
ty works of art as it will be for 
aviation enthusiasts from far 
and wide”. 

It promises to be one of the 
most rewarding events of its 
kind ever seen in the royal 
borough. 

Bill and David have 
achieved it with the backing 
of 80 volunteers, but still need 
a roster of volunteer stewards 
to be in the museum’s art 
gallery over the 28 days of the 
exhibition.

‘Not unhappy’ with top cop merger

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Cop jailed for lying 
to sex abuse victims 


A Kingston police officer who 
lied to rape victims, letting sus¬ 
pects off the hook, has been 
sentenced to 16 months in 
prison. 

Detective Constable Ryan 
Coleman-Farrow, 30, was based 
at Kingston police station as 
part of the sexual offences detec¬ 
tion unit Sapphire between 
January 2007 and September 
2010. 

His lies were revealed after a 
woman killed herself in a flat 
in Putney, but left a note saying 
a Kingston police harassment 
investigation, led by Coleman- 
Farrow, had let her down. 

Coleman-Farrow was jailed 
last week at Southwark Crown 
Court, which heard the 13 vic¬ 
tims he let down included a 96- 
year-old woman and a care home 
resident with brain damage who 
said she was raped by a staff 
member. 

Two 15-year-old girls, a 14- 
year-old boy, and a patient at a 
unit for sexual abuse victims 
were also lied to by him, the 
court heard. 

Coleman-Farrow pleaded 
guilty to 13 counts of miscon¬ 
duct in public office at a hearing 
in September. 

He told senior officers that 
rape victims had dropped their

allegations while telling them 
that their cases were being 
shelved. 

He faked 32 crime reports, 
all of which have been reinvesti¬ 
gated since, falsified a witness 
statement, pretended he had in¬ 
terviewed rape suspects three 
times and made up suspect state¬ 
ments three times. 

The detective also told his 
superiors he had passed files to 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
seven times when he had not. 

He was sacked in April 2011. 

He also told investigators try¬ 
ing to unravel his lies that 
he had a serious medical 
condition. 

Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) 
deputy chairwoman Deborah 
Glass said Coleman-Farrow had 
shown a catalogue of wilful 
failings towards vulnerable 
people whose faith he had 
abused. 

She said: “We may never un¬ 
derstand the motives for Cole- 
man-Farrow’s actions. 

“He was a rogue officer who 
deceived his colleagues and con¬ 
cocted evidence to cover his 
tracks.”

We 
are all distraught. I can’t accept 
it. I can’t believe it. 

“I can’t take it. He’s my son. 

“The house is full of people try¬ 
ing to comfort me. But there is no 
comfort.” 

His 19-year-old daughter Nadia, 
had set up a website to continue 
the search for her father. 

His father Nabil Mustapha, 81, 
told the Kingston Guardian he 
had accepted the inevitable after 
coastguards called off the search. 

He said: “He was my only son. I 
just can’t describe how I feel.” 

“He was a successful man - self 


made. He was outgoing. He 
played golf, cricket, cycled to 
work and was a member of 
Thames Motor Yacht Club. 

“He was loved by a lot of 
people.” 

The search operation for the 
former Tiffin School pupil had 
included helicopters, lifeboats 
and broadcasts to other vessels, 
but was called off after 22 hours. 

Mr Mustapha had celebrated 
his birthday the night before with 
his wife Liz and family at the Em¬ 
peror, a Chinese restaurant in 
Stonecot Hill, North Cheam. 

He then took the last train to 
Poole, where as a member of 
Thames Motor Yacht Club at 
Hampton Court, he intended to 
sail to Hayling Island, near 
Portsmouth.

When you take your dog for 
a walk you might expect to 
be forced into a post-morn¬ 
ing clean-up operation. 

But spare a thought for 
Toto, a five-year-old Cairn 
terrier, who fell into a small 
oil pit. 

He emerged from bushes 
covered in oil after chasing a 
squirrel when he was on a 
walk near Raeburn Avenue, 
Surbiton, on Thursday, Oc¬ 
tober 25.

headfirst into a pit in the 
same place three years ago. 

Mrs Granger said one of 
the dogs died from cancer 
two years after the incident. 

She said: “I just assumed it 
had been cleared up after I 
reported it.

An Environment Agency 
spokesman said it investigat¬ 
ed the incident three years 
ago and found an oil and 
water mix that suggested an 
oil drum had been stored 
there, leaked and was then 
removed. 

He said: “We investigated 
to find the source. 

“However, the neighbour¬ 
ing sites showed no evidence 
of being the cause. 

“Now we have been made 
aware that this has occurred 
again we will investigate fur¬ 
ther to find the source and 
take appropriate action.” 

Mr Cowie said the area 
used to be a favourite 
walking spot but the enjoy¬ 
ment had been ruined as he 
now has to keep Toto on a 
lead.

Mum returned home 
to find son hanged 


A talented Chessington foot¬ 
baller was found hanged in his 
garage by his mother, an inquest 
heard. 

Sean Geary had told his moth¬ 
er he would not be going to col¬ 
lege because he felt unwell. 

When she returned to their 
home in Priory Crescent, 
Cheam, after work on February 8 
last year, she looked for the popu¬ 
lar 17-year-old. 

Reading the evidence of PC 
Don Williams, Coroner Roy 
Palmer said: “She [Sean’s moth¬ 
er] said she went into the kitchen 
and could see a light flickering in 
the garage through the door, and 
she thought it was the television. 

“She said she thought she 
would find Sean in there because 
he sometimes played his Xbox in 
there. 

“When she entered the garage 
the television was on but she 
couldn’t see Sean. She went to 
turn off the television and when 
she turned her back to switch the 
light on she saw him hanging 
from the roof beam.” 

An investigation by police de¬ 
termined that there were no sus¬ 
picious circumstances about 
Sean’s death and no note 
explaining his actions was found. 

An autopsy carried out by Dr 
Peter Wilkins found a ligature

around Sean’s neck and gave the 
cause of death as carotid body 
compression. 

Sean had trained as a footballer 
with AFC Wimbledon and signed 
in September 2010 to play for 
Chessington and Hook United. 

The former Cheam High 
School and Cheam Fields Prima¬ 
ry School pupil had made his 
debut for Chessington and 
Hook’s reserve team just three 
days before he died. 

More than 1,700 people joined a 
Facebook tribute page in memo¬ 
ry of the trainee electrician in 
the weeks after his death. 

Dozens of his friends also 
held a four-day vigil outside his 
house. 

Returning an open verdict, Dr 
Palmer told the teenager’s uncle 
and aunt, who attended the in¬ 
quest at Bromley Civic Centre: 
“There was no note so I have 
nothing to help me, though I 
have no evidence it was an 
accident. 

“On the evidence I have, I am 
not satisfied he intended to end 
his life, so I will return an open 
verdict. I am extremely sorry 
that you lost Sean in such sad 
circumstances.”

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Driver fined for leaving 
van for 'a few seconds’

A furniture maker was fined 
for leaving his van for a few 
seconds while he moved a 
rubbish bag dumped in his 
driveway. 


Kevin Hyams said he was 
forced to park his Volkswagen 
Transporter van on the side of 
Hook Road, Hook, while he 
moved the rubbish or he 
would have blocked the road.

He said: “I am not sure what 
else I could have sensibly 
done. 

“If I had stopped with all 
four wheels on the road it 
would have caused an ob¬ 
struction to the traffic. It’s 
ridiculous.” 

Mr Hyams said he always 
reversed into his drive with 
no problem and because he 
carries the tools of his trade 
in his van he would not have 
left the door open if it was for 
more than a few seconds or if 
he could not see the van. 

He said: “I was gone 
seconds. The van door was 
still open. 

“They are just not giving the 
small person anything.” 

Mr Hyams said he has now 
paid the fine for the incident, 
which happened on Septem¬ 
ber 10, because he could not 
spare the time or money it 
would take to appeal the case 
further. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council cannot discuss a 
PCN case without written per¬ 
mission to do so from the ve¬ 
hicle owner.” 


More cash for hospital 


Kingston Hospital will re¬ 
ceive more private money 
after a cap on the number 
of paying patients income 
was lifted. 

According to Kingston 
Hospital board papers the 
private patient income cap 
has been lifted from 1 per 
cent to 49 per cent.

the site at that point. 

If Michael Gove, the high 
profile Education Secretary, is 
concerned about the cost of a 
beautiful new school he could 
always ask the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice to hand over the land at no 
cost. Justice would thereby “be 
seen to be done”. 

After all, what would the 
Ministry of Justice do with 
£60m?

Hope council sees the light on energy consumption 


My views on motorway 
were proved correct 


The public consultation on 
the street lights in Surbiton 
fails to deal with the question 
of the lights themselves, 
rather than just the style of 
the columns. 

The consultation documents 
say the council has consid¬ 
ered the type of lighting (the 
“light bulbs”) and has decided 
that the lights themselves are 


of the most cost effective type. 
However, they have failed to 
take account of recent 
improvements in lighting 
technology, which could 
greatly reduce the overall cost 
and sustainability of the 
lights. 

The council has not consid¬ 
ered modern induction lights, 
which consume less energy, 


and are thus much cheaper to 
run than the proposed lights, 
and each light unit lasts per¬ 
haps four times as long as the 
existing ones, thus greatly re¬ 
ducing the maintenance costs 
of the lighting. 

I hope the council looks 
again at its proposals and 
tries to reduce the lifetime 
costs of the lighting, and at 


the same time reduce the en¬ 
ergy consumption of the 
lights. 

Councillors could also con¬ 
sider applying the same prin¬ 
ciples throughout the rest of 
the borough as part of their 
green agenda.

A police dog who once spent 
his days in pursuit of criminal 
drug dealers now protects pa¬ 
tients, doctors and nurses at 
Tolworth Hospital. 

Paddy, a five-year-old 
springer spaniel, has helped to 
bring down incidents of illicit 
drug use by more than 90 per 
cent on wards at Tolworth in 
the past 12 months. 

He has found drugs para¬ 
phernalia such as empty 
wraps - small containers for 


sniffer on the wards

drugs - and small quantities of 
marijuana. 

Paddy can detect traces of 
drugs in containers even after 
the drugs have been removed. 

He lives with his handler 
Julie Traynor in Banstead and 
is the first and only drug 
search dog in the NHS, work¬ 
ing with South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health 


Trust, which runs Tolworth, 
and Springfield hospital in 
Tooting. 

Metropolitan Police Inspec¬ 
tor Alan Goodall said: “Search¬ 
ing with Paddy is the most 
transparent and least disrup¬ 
tive method of searching for 
drugs.” 

Maria Huk, director of men¬ 
tal health nursing for the trust, 
said: “Paddy has become a 
valuable part of our drugs con¬ 
trol strategy.” 


A spokeswoman for the or¬ 
ganisation said: “The other 
thing he finds is medication 
where patients may have 
stockpiled it and not taken it.” 

Since the searches started in 
May 2010, incidents of violence 
against staff have also dropped 
to their lowest level in five 
years, which staff said was 
down to the dog. 

Paddy also visits the older 
people’s services on a purely 
therapeutic basis.

If your GP practice 
is closed you can contact the GP out- 
of-hours service between the hours of 
6.30pm and 8am or at weekends and 
bank holidays on 0845 601 0909 . 

5 Take up your offer of a flu vaccination 
if invited by your GP Some people are 
more at risk of complications if they 
catch flu or a serious cold such as 
those with respiratory conditions. 

6 Talk to your GP about emergency medication 
during the holiday period. Some GP 
practices may close during the holiday 


period, so it is important that you have 
enough medication to see you through this time. 

7 Take extra care when going out in icy 
conditions. For the over 65s, falling 
is one of the most frequent incidents 
due to icy roads and dark nights. 

8 Wear extra layers to keep warm when 
going out and make sure you have 
suitable shoes for icy roads. 

9 Be aware of others such as elderly 
neighbours who may be unable to 
get out at all during bad weather.

Landlords warned not 
to set rents too high 


Tenants turned off by over-priced property say 


Landlords need to be realistic 
about the rent they set if they 
want to let their property 
quickly. 

That’s the advice from 
Leaders letting agents in 
Surbiton which says even 
though there is strong 
demand to rent property, 
tenants will not consider over¬ 
priced property, no matter 
how well it is presented. 

Branch manager Sean 
Hulbert said: “Landlords need

Despite strong 
demand, tenants are very 
cost-conscious in these 
difficult economic times and 
will not be willing to consider 
an over-priced property. 

“Recently we have 
encountered a number of 
landlords who have been 
trying for some time to let 
their property at a rent that 
has been set too high by their 
agent. As soon as we have 
helped them set an accurate

The Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames (“the Authority”), in exercise of its powers 
under Section 56 of the Housing Act 2004 (“the Act”) hereby designates the district of 
the Royal Borough as subject to additional licensing in relation to the Houses in Multiple 
Occupation (“HMOs”) specified in paragraph 5. 

CITATION AND COMMENCEMENT 

1. This designation may be cited as the Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames 
Designation of an Area for Additional Licensing of Houses in Multiple Occupation 2012. 

2. This designation was made by the Authority on 20 September 2012, and a general 
approval made by the Secretary of State, pursuant Section 58 of the Act, effective from 
1 April 2010, applies to it. 

3. This designation shall come into force on 21 December 2012. 

AREA TO WHICH THE DESIGNATION APPLIES 

4. This designation shall apply to the whole of area of the Authority. 

APPLICATION OF THE DESIGNATION 

5. This designation applies to all HMOs within the area of the Authority: 

a. occupied by not less than five people who do not form a single 
household, irrespective of number of storeys in height; or 

b. that are three or more storeys in height and occupied by three or more 
unrelated individuals, with the exception of those described in paragraph 6. 

6. This designation shall not apply to any HMOs within the area of the Authority which 
comprises: 

a. a converted block of flats to which Section 257 of the Act applies; or 

b. residential accommodation to which Schedule 14 to the Act applies 

EFFECT OF DESIGNATION 

7. Every HMO to which this designation applies must be licensed under Part 2 of the Act 
unless: - 

a. a temporary exemption notice is in force in relation to it under Section 62 of 
the Act; or 

b. an interim or final management order is in force in relation to it under 

Chapter 1 of Part 4 of the Act. »

Any landlord, person managing, or tenant within the area of the Royal Borough is advised 
to seek advice from the Authority on whether their property is affected by the designation. 

A person having control of, or managing, an HMO in the designated area must apply to the 
Authority for a licence for the HMO by 21 December 2012. 

A person who intends to establish an HMO after 21 December 2012 must ensure that the 
house has been granted a licence unless they have a temporary exemption or it is subject 
to a management order (interim or final). 

From 21 December 2012 any person having control of, or managing an HMO which is 
required to be licensed under this designation but is not licensed commits a criminal 
offence under Section 72(1) of the Act and is liable on conviction to a fine of up to £20,000. 

An application may also be made to the Residential Property Tribunal 
Service to make a Rent Repayment Order (RRO). An RRO may require 
the repayment of housing benefit paid to an occupier of the HMO whilst 
the property was unlicensed. Linder certain circumstances the occupiers 
of the HMO may also apply for an RRO to reclaim rent for the period 
during which the property was unlicensed

(4) on the unnamed northbound off-slip road connecting the 
northbound carriageway of A3 Beverley Way with Bushey 
Road from a point 22 metres south of the southernmost 
nosing of the slip road for a distance of 55 metres in 

a northerly direction;

The countdown is on to find 
out which motor is crowned 
Classic Car of the Year 2012, 
with the five finalists heading 
to the Classic Motor Show at 
Birmingham’s NEC this 
month, where the ultimate 
winner will be revealed. 

With three cars from the 
1930s battling it out with one 
from the swinging sixties and

Met Police may have seen 
their FA Cup run come to an 
end on Saturday, but striker 
Allan Tait has warned league 
rivals Ks this is just the be¬ 
ginning of their season. 

The 31-year-old former 
Kingstonian striker netted 
the club’s first ever FA Cup 
first round goal with seven 
minutes remaining, but it 
was not enough as League 
One Crawley Town held on 
for a 2-1 win. 

Tait, Crawley’s leading goal 
scorer in 2005, switched to 
Imber Court earlier this sea¬ 
son after leaving Kingsmead- 
ow, but has found his 
opportunities limited behind 
loan star Jonte Smith. 

The Blues are 17th in the 
Ryman Premier League, but 
have three games in hand on 
many of their rivals - includ¬ 
ing boss Alan Dowson’s men. 

And Tait insisted they had 
to build on their big day. 

“We pushed a top five 
League One club all the way 
and more than held our 
own,” he said. 

“We’ve probably got anoth¬ 
er 36 league and cup games to 
go. This really should be the 
beginning of our season now. 

“We’ve made a decent start 
and had a good run in the 
cup, but that is over and we 
have to kick on from this.” 

Tait quit Ks in the summer 
having scored only seven 
goals in 52 appearances - in¬ 
cluding 28 as a substitute - 
for the Kingsmeadow outfit. 


The Blues are his 12th club 
in a career that started in the 
Tottenham Hotspur youth 
team and, with Ks hosting 
Cooper’s side on Boxing Day, 
he is well used to getting 
stick from opposition fans. 


“It was nice to score, but 
some of their fans were 
shouting at me and I was 
thinking ‘hold on a minute, I 
used to score goals for you’,” 
he added. 

“I only live 10 miles from 


Crawley and it is still a club 
that is very close to my heart. 

“Things were a bit frustrat¬ 
ing at Ks. I was in and out of 
the team and at my age I need 
to be playing regularly, so I 
left. I hope it works out.”
